Topic 3: Uinta Basin Meeting with Oil/Gas Operators

Background:

Air Program staff worked with the tribal representative, Minnie Grant, and the Utah
Division of Air Quality (UDAQ) to set up a meeting in Denver with the Uinta Basin oil and
gas operators for April 14, 2015. We had 28 industry representatives, UDAQ, BIA and
the Ute Indian Tribe’s Air Program (via teleconference) in attendance.

The purpose of the meeting was to engage the oil and gas industry with operations in the Uinta
Basin in discussions concerning emission reductions from existing oil and gas sources on tribal
lands. It was a collaborative meeting with staff from the Ute Tribe, Utah Division of Air
Quality, EPA and Uinta Basin industry operators. We discussed several options for leveling the
playing field for operators on tribal land to be consistent with Utah’s rules on state lands. At the
end of the meeting, Western Energy Alliance (WEA) asked for time to consider their options and
said they will follow-up by phone with Carl in early May. At that time, WEA will indicate
whether they’re willing to step up and do something proactive in the Basin. All parties agreed
that there is an opportunity here to impact the Basin’s design value in advance of the possible
revised ozone standard and future designations process.
